erate dead, and they repose upon a pic- 
turesque eminence near the city.

Atlanta we looked upon the redoubt- 
able Bob Toombs, and wondered when 
he would fulfill his threat of calling the 
roll of his slaves around Hunker Hill 
monument. As I stood near him in the 
rotunda of the Kimball House, I could 
but pity the sorrows of a poor old man 
who had outlived his usefulness, and to- 
day is the only prominent leader in the 
Southern cause that refuses the amnes- 
ty offered by the Government. Atlanta 
is in some respects the most remark- 
able city in the South.

that Mr. A. Shields, of that city, has 
discovered a process for convening Mis- 
souri pig iron into stftfll, which prom- 
ises to be of gre.il utility, and may 
revolutionize the manufacture of thi* 
important article throughout the world. 
Says the Dr.mucmt : 


The great question has been for :i 


long time to tind a cheap yet rapid 
process bv which iron could be ivm 
verted into steel <d the same quality 
that is produced by th" means nnw in 
use. 
In Fiurope, 
especially in Ger- 


many and Sweden, the problem has been 
worked at unceasingly by the most emi- 
nent scientists with varied 
success. 


The great desideratum 
has been to 


eliminate from the iron ore the sulphur 
and phosphorus which is always pres- 


ent. 


At K-isen, in Ueinish Prussia, it was 


discovered some 
time ago that the 


great objection to tiling the, iron ore 
found there for the manufacture of 
Bessemer steel was the admixture of 
phosphorus which it contained, and the 
only way out of the difficulty was to 
mix the I'.ssen ore with 50 {>er cent, of 
iron obtained from Spr.in, England and 
Algeria. 
Tho expense which resulted 


so increased the cost .of the manufac- 
tured article that competition with 
Kngland became an impossibility. 
A 


cheap process was then tried, which 
consisted of adding to the ore a basis 
of alkaline salts, which formed, when 
heated, a phosphate easily soluble, and 
hence e s'.ly removed. 
While those 


experiments were going on across the 
water, Mr. Schields was busily engaged 
in endeavoring to perfect a similar pro- 
cess, and by dint of perseverance he 
has Hit upon a method which, he claims, 
completely outstrips any 
previously 


'used. By ttis process, which is done 
ia a puddling-furnace, 
a steel is pro- 


duced which is exactly suited to the 
manufacture of rails, and whic'i can lie 
welded to worn out rails without any 
trouble. 
All that ia necessary is to cut 


and heat the old rails and roll them 
into bars, pile them with the steel made 
by Mr. Shield's process, heat to a good 
welding temperature and roll them into 
rails. Tho cost of the chemicals re- 
quired by this process to nuke a Ion of 
steel out of pig iron will not exceed t'2. 
Mr. Sshiclih says that the steel in uni 
form in every case if the workman un- 
derstands his business. The rails are 
far superior to German or Bessemer 
steel. They do not break from the ef- 
fects of cold weather, because 'they are 
not cast, but wrought iron and steel. 
The steel is peculiarly adapted for 
boiler plates, edge tools and fine cutlery. 
During the present week Mr. SchielJs 
rau off at the rolling mills of Neidring- 
haus Brothers two charges of about (100 
pounds, which were rolled into sheets, 
which ho has now in his possession. 
The steel was made from Missouri pig 
iron. 
Mr. Wm. Harris, the Buperinten- 


dent, pronounced the quality unsur- 
passed.
